TOULOS, March C.—The naval pow- 


der magazine of La Ooabran between 
La -Seync aDd Toulon, in the depart- 
ment of Var, Southern Trance, ex- 
ploded at half-past -2 o'clock Sunday 
morning. 


All of the soldiers on duty at the 


magazine were killed and a number of 
inhabitants of the surrounding dis 
trict in the buildings in which were 
razed also fell victims. Forty corpses 
have already been recovered- The cause 
of the explosion is not known. 


The 50,000 kilogrammes of black 


powder exploded. It looks as though 
a Tolcanic eruption had occurred, the 
country being swept almost bare with- 
in a radius of two miles, houses de- 
stroyed, trees overturned and dis- 
torted, fields devastated and covered 
with stones and impalpable black 
dust. Some

enormous. 
One weighing 50 kilo- 


grammes 'fell in the suburb of Pone 
de Las. Signs of the explosion are 
evident in all the suburbs of Toulon 
and in the city of itself. Even at St- 
Jcan Itever, five miles distant, win- 
dows were shattered and doors bat- 
tered in. Later reports show that of 
the seven sentries, four were killed 
outright and the others severely in- 
jured, the corporal 
being literally 


scalped and the scalp overhanging his 
face like a veil. 


A large number of soldiers are now 


finploywi In dearie- away the debris, 
but the work is very difficult. 


„, It is impossible to ascertain ac- 
j cnrstely the number killed, but it is 


believed that no fewer than a hundred 
were injured. 


Although it was a clear night, the 


explosion was so terrific us to produce 
a slight rainfall. 
Fortunately the 


meighboring magazines escaped. It 
is now believed that the explosion 
originated in chemical decomposition 
in smokeless powder. There is no

the whole city was in mourning-, 
flags were at half ina&t, the theaters 
were draped and the casinos closed. 
Both the government and municipal 
authorities are forwarding- relief f unds. 
M. Lockroy, minister of marine, has 
telegraphed 10,000 francs toward the 
maintenance of the families of the 
victims, and a public subscription has 
been opened here. 


The bodies found or recovered are 


terribly mutilated. Sixteen were found 
in the roeks near the shore and it is 
feared that others were precipitated 
into the sea, 
A vchiele moving along 


a road near the sea was lifted bodily 
into the water by the force of the ex- 
plosion, two of its occupants beinjf 
drowned. 


The scene nt the village of La Gou- 


bran was appalling-. 


Telegrams from Nice say the explo- 


sion was distinctly felt there.

ATHENS, Tcnn., March 0.—A terrific 


cyclone passed over a portion of Madi- 
sonville and Monroe county with dis- 
astrous results. Early in the ev ning 
a strong wind arose, and, several hours 
later, a cyclone, ubuUt 70 yards w.de, 
struck a portion of Madibonv.lle, kill- 
ing three persons, wounding 10 or lij 
others and completely destroying 12 or 
15 houses and several barns.

yet-escaping in some cases without a 
scratch. 


W. F. Erwin's residence had one end 


torn away; Dillon Rogers' house is also 
a wreck; Erskine f^owry's residence 
moved the distance of lOfeet and was 
almost wrenched out of shape. 


Telephone and telegraph wires are 


blown down and all communication 
«hut off.

The la;esi word of advice from the 


doctors concerns an important ques- 
tion, even if u iajuoses a difficult 
duty. "Take off your overc-oal" is the 
peremptory tuminand that some phy- 
sicians give those persons wha would 
escape cold and its probable conse- 
quences, the grip. 
That overcoats 


should be taken off in such weather 
iu order to avoid catching cold seems 
a vagary of the medical mind that 
would persuade nobody. But it must 
be understood that these coats are to 
he taken off only in public convey- 
ances, heated to a point that makes 
them uncomfortable, even to persons 
not protected from the cold by heavy 
overgarments. "I advise all my pa- 
tients," said one well-known 
physi- 


cian, "to take off their overcoats as 
soon as they get on an elevated train. 
I'- may be an inconvenience aud some- 
times a difficulty, and your neighbors 
are likely to look upon you as eccen- 
tric, if nothing worse. But the man 
who docs it can afford to put up with 
tl>p trouble and the misunderstanding, 
for he is ten times less likely to take 
cold than the persons who are envel- 
oped against the winter weather and 
are at the same time seated in a tem- 
perature as warm as that of their own 
rooms. 
The elevated roads and us- 


ually the cable cars are terribly over- 
heated and the man who sits down in 
them without his overcoat is guarding 
himself not only against cold at the 
time, but also against the many bad 
results that are likely to follow it. The 
draughts that blow through the cars 
are no more likely to injure him than 
the man who is perspiring under his 
weight of coats. 
So take off your

Regarding the proper time for a batii 


a simple general iiiie may be given. 
Take cold baths on rising in the morn- 
itsit Jiiid warm ones just before retiring 
In taklhfj Turkish or Russian batht 
the hour iitfA not bp consid'ered, ex- 
cept as in all baths, none of which 
should be taken less thatl an hour or 
so before or after meals. i,Vhfre it la 
possible, u.se fresh, clean rain water 
for the bath. 
This is the nearest ap- 


proach to distilled water, which is too 
expensive for general Use. 
Soft water 


is next best to rain water, and a littlp 
borax or ammonia in hard water wilt 
sottcn it. 
Brisk rubbing should al- 


ways follow a bath; then the bath will 
do all that is claimed for it in the way 
of renovating the person, in\ Igoratiup 
thp Matem increasing tne fineness and 
softness of the skin, and making one 
look and feel younger.

AIR YOU BREATHE. 


'Man wants but little here below," 


is an axiom which applies markedly to 
the quantity of air which is necessary 
to support life. It is estimated that 
•when a man is at rest he consumes 500 
cubic inches of air every minute, an 
allowance which, at the first glance, 
appears large. 


It is. however, absurdly small when 


•we consider that at this rate o£ con- 
sumption it would take a man five 
days and nine and one-half hours to 
exhaust the air in a small room fifteen 
feet square and ten feet high. • 


Any 
form of rxertipri, 
however, 


greatly increases the consumption of 
air. Thus, if we saunter at two. miles 
an hour we require just twice as much 
air as when sitting in our arm-chair, 
and at four miles an hour nothing leas 
than 2,300 cubic inches .will satisfy us. 


Taking an 
average 
consumption 


throughout life of one cubic foot of 
air every two minutes, we reach some 
very interesting conclusions. Thus an 
hour's supp'.y of air could be contained 
in a trunk five feet long, three feet 
wide and two feet deen. 


In a day we should exhaust-a small 


roomful ten and one-half feet long, 
seven feet long and ten feet high. 


For a year's supply we should re- 


quire a reservoir or hal 1 100 feet square 
and a shade^ over twenty-six feet high, 
and the supply for a long life of 80 
years would be contained in a large 
hall 1,000 feet long, 500 feet wide and 
42 feet high.
